Joseph Bilmon’s statement in the 


Northfield Town Report shows. 
' In his’ report Mr. _ Bilmon 
states: 

During the year 1956, 109 dis- 
eased trees were taken down and 
destroyed by burning. During the 
year 109 samples were taken and 
sent to the University of Massa- 
chusetts for culture with the fol- 
lowing results: 

94 Dutch Elm disease, 14 sterile, 
17 cephalposprium. 

The trees were located as fol- 
lows: 12 West Northfield, 10 East 
Northfield, 38 Northfield, 34 
Northfield Farms. Four of these 
diseased trees have already been 

. removed leaving ninety to be de- 
stroyed before April 1, 1957. 

A total of 650 gallons of 6% 
solution of DDT was used to 
spray all elm trees to control the 
leaf-eating insects and the elm 
hark beetles which are known to 
spread the disease. The DDT was 
purchased by the Town and put 
out on an hourly basis. 

These figures indicate that this 
is a serious problem and only 
prompt and concerted action can 
prevent the spread of this disease 
which threatens the beauty of our 
Main Street. 

Gypsy Moths 

This year we spent two days 
‘scouting for Gypsy Moths and al- 
‘though we did not find any in- 
fested areas, we did find a few 
egg clusters on Notch Mountain 
:which must be closely checked 
this spring. Some spot spraying

“"""*"" Poison Ivy ~~ 
We were very successful this 
‘year in destroying poison ivy par- 
.tially due to the dry weather. We 
used 1950 gallons of 2-4-D-5T so- 
lution. It takes two to four years 
to control poison ivy and with the 
success that we had in 1956, we 
believe that by 1958 one spray a 
‘year should be sufficient to keep 
it under control.

The music library and listening 
room at Northfield School for 
Firls which are combined and lo- 
cated in one room of the school li- 
brary are the subject of an arti- 
cle for the Music Journal written 


by Mrs. A. E. Davis, former ad- 
ministrative assistant and librari-

books about music in one room. 

Reasons for this centralizing, 
Mrs. Davis states, are: 

First, whether in a town or on 
a ampus... the library is usual- 
ly central to its patrons—the hub 
in more ways than one. So, while 
in the library, students can study 
assignments in Music History, Ap- 
preciation and Theory, with books, 
scores and illustrations by record- 
ings right at hand. The teachers 
of various instruments find the 
Music Room the ideal place in 
which to familiarize pupils with 
more music literature than would 
be possible in any other way. . .” 

The music room at Northfield 
School for Girls, Mrs. Davis de- 
scribes as attractively furnished; 
will ventilated by two large win- 
dows set high (and with hand- 
some gold-colored draperies); well 
lighted by silvered over-head 
lights, with a floor lamp by each 
player; its walls are a golden-yel- 
low on three sides and a soft 
green on the fourth. Shelves for 
books line the west end; two rows 
of sectioned shelves (high and 
deep enough to hold the largest 
phonograph albums). 

This room is used for meetings 
and provides a “welcome varia- 
tion from*the routine classroom 
when teachers sign to bring their 
classes there for special projects 
or conferences,” Mrs. Davis stat- 


Wide interest and preferences 
of students are shown in the rec- 
ord collection, she continues, as 
students and faculty are invited to 
send suggestions to the library 
committee. 

Music is co-ordinated with other 
subjects by a small and select col- 
lection of records of plays, poetry, 
and great speeches which are 
used in studying such subjects as 
English, history and drama. 

“As the collections in the Music 
room. grow,” Mrs. Davis concludes, 
“they will require the attention of 
a part-to-full-time supervisor— 
one with librarianship and a 
knowledge of music. The project is 
an expensive one—in initial out- 
lay, in upkeep, in replacements, in

“Wee Bit of Heaven”

A sound color film, “A Wee Bit 
of Heaven,” will be shown at 7 
p.m., Thursday, Feb. 21, under the 
sponsorship of the Northfield Bap- 
tist church at Town Hall followed 
by a talk by Walter Oliver, for- 
mer New Jersey politician. 

Since 1950, Mr. Oliver has been 
engaged in full-time Christian 
work which takes him throughout 
the United States and Canada, as 
he speaks in churches, schools, 
youth rallies and service clubs. He 
is associated with the Word of 
Life Fellowship, Inc., a Christian 
organization which sponsors the 
Word of Life Hour radio broad- 
cast over a network of stations, 
conducts three camps in the Adir- 
ondack Mountains, holds rallies 
and campaigns in various parts of 
the country, and helps support 
missionaries. 

Climbing to the top in his pur- 
suit in the career of politics, Wal- 
ter Oliver was preparing to run 
for mayor of Kearny, N. J., dur- 
ing the 1949 pre-election cam- 
paign. He lived in Arlington, N. J., 
most of his life with the exception 
of a brief time when he lived in 
Maryland. He was also active in 
politics in Maryland, but after 
failing in business, losing $85,000 
and his home, he returned to Ar- 
lington, N. J., in 1929, increasing 
his political activities. He was 
with civil: service, a director on 
the board of education, ran as 
state assemblyman and was active 
in public affairs. 

In December of 1949, Mr. Oliver 
faced a decision that changed the 
course of his plans, and behind 
this decision were the prayers of 
his wife, who had prayed for him 
for forty years. Jack Wyrtzen, 
well-known youth leader and di- 
rector of the Word of Life Fellow- 
ships, was scheduled to speak at 
a youth rally in the Mosque Thea- 
tre in Newark, N. J. Mr. Oliver 
attended this rally in December 
of 1949; he left politics to enter 
into the full-time Christian work 
in which he is now engaged. 

During the summer months, Mr. 
and Mrs. Oliver serve as host and 
hostess at the Word of Life Inn, 
adult and family camps at 
Schroon Lake, N. Y. 

This is the eighth in a series of 
nine Word of Life rally cam- 
paigns.
